The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-9, 11, 12,14-18, 22-32 are allowable. Claims 1-9, 1 1 , 12, 14, 15, and 
32 define over the art in that none of the art has the first electrode as part of a resonant 
circuit that operates at the resonant frequency, as claimed. Claims 16-18 and 22-27 
define over the art in that none of the art has the second electrode formed on both sides 
of the substrate, as claimed. Claims 28-31 define over the art in that none of the art has 
the electrode shaped as recited that applies a voltage to the body and measures a 
resulting modified field, to derive glucose concentration as claimed. As applicant 
pointed out, the shape of the electrode is more than design choice and therefore, claim 
28 is allowable
